by the bill before the Senate. Ido not think 
that there is much sacredness in the issue of 
bonds for the Pacific Railroad, which becomes 
a@ part of your national debt; and I see nothing 
thatis sacred in the thousand and one un- 
necessary appropriations that are constant'y 
made at each session of Coneress,

bten created in pursaance of a necessary and 
important object, the maintaining of the terri 
torial integrity of the United States. In Great 
Britain to-day the profits on a'’most any one of 
her great industries—her commerce, her manu

Editors Memphis Appeal : 

That the importance of a railroad from 
this city in the direction cf Okolona, 
Mige., thence towards Selma, Ala., and 
also towards Elyton, Alas., may be un- 
derstood and fully appreciated, I pro- 
pose through your columns to state some 
facts which may not be known to many 
of our citizens. A railroad is in process 
of construction fram Meridian, Miss., to 
Chattanooga, Tenn. This road will pass 
near Elyton, Ala. Theroad from Mont- 
gomery, Ala., to Decatur, Ala., will also 
pass through or near Elyton. They are 
now, as I iearn, making arrangements 
to build a road from Opelika, Ala., which 
is only a few miles from Columbus, G:.,, 
in the direction of Tuscumbia, Ala.

Krom Memphis, there will be a common 
road toscme point. beyond the Butta- 
hatechis river, which divides Lowndes 
and Monroe county, Miss., and then the 
two roads will separate, one going di- 
rectly Selma, thencs fe Pensacola, and 
the other going to Elyton, thence to 
Montgomery, Opelika and Chatta- 
nooga; or ar may be built 
throngn Tuscaloosa to Limekiln 
station, where the Montgomery 
and Deeatur and the Selma and Daiton 
roads cross each other, The road to Ely- 
ton and the road to Selma will not inter- 
fere with but be mutually beneficial to 
each other, having, for a considerable 
distance, a common trunk. No other 
projccted road from this city presents 
the advantages that these roads do. 
They not only furnish cotton and other 
agricultural products, but they reach the 
cual and iron regions of Alabama. No 
road from Memphis reaches coal at so 
short a distance ag do these roads. It is 
only about one hundred and eighty miles 
from Memphis to the coal fisids of Ala- 
bama on this route, Prof.Tuomey, ia his 
geological report made sometime ago, 
shows the great mineral weaith of the 
country through which these roads pass. 
Coa! ean bs brought from the Alabama 
coal fieids to Memphis and sold at fi’/teen 
or twenty cents per bushel. This coal 


competent judges to be equal toany coal 
in the United States. Not only coal, but 
iron and marble, are on the line of these 
roads, and are nearer to this city than 
any other coal and iron which are in 
close proximity. -At Columbus, Aber- 
deen, Okclona, and Holly Springs, this 
coal can be delivered much cheaper than 
they can get coal from any other quarter, 
and this will enable all of them to be- 
come important manufacturing towns 
and cities. 

Tbe building up of these places will 
greatly benefit Memphis; for if each of 
them were an manufacturing 
town, connected by rail with this city, 
M-mphis would,’ on’ account of its posi-" 
tion on the Mississippi river, and its 
railroad connections, become the dis- 
tributipg point for their manufactured 
articles. The prcsperity of these cities 
would contribute greatly to the prosper- 
ity and growth of Memphis. If we 
should secure these roads before tbe 
mesting of the Commercial Convention 
on the 18th of May, it would do much 
towards securing for our city the South- 
era Pacific Railroad. We are now con- 
nected with Norfolk by rail, and we 
should also seek a direct connection with 
Savannah, Pensacola and Mobile. Mem-

A CURIOUS LETTER FROM CATLIN. 


Trubner's Record contains the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Catlin : 


“Mr. Catlin, the American 
| ae whose extensive travels have 
le 


him through the wildest and rudest 
scenery.of America, has turned his at- 
tention for several years past from the 
Indians to rocks, and has made in these 


the Rocky Mountains, the Andes and 
the Antilles, the results of which he is 
preparing to publish in a work entitled 


with their influences on the Oceanic, 
Atmospheric and Land Currents.’ And 
one of the striking features of this book 
seem to be, to quote his own words, 


Rocky ~ Mountains many times larger 
than the Mississippi, its course nearly 
twice the Mississippi length, and gliding 
through the clean and vast rocky cellars 
of the upheaved mountains without the 
losses by alluvial absorptions and solar 
evaporation,which diminish valley rivers, 
it takes along in its course the sinking 
streams. and lakes of the mountains of 
Mexico, and with them, perhaps by a 
hundred mouths in its deep bed, de- 
bouches unseen into the Caribbean Sea 
and the Gulf of Mexico. 

“The frequent ‘ Montagnes’ qui 
jument,” ‘Roches qui tremblent,’ and 
‘ Blowing Caves, which occur in the 
Rocky mountain range (he says) indi- 
cate submontagne cascades, caused by 
the waters of melting snows, of rains, of 
glaciers and a thousand sinking rivers 
and lakes, which, amongst broken-up 
and angular rocks, are on their way to 
the ocean. level. 

“Through the vast and heated vaults | 
underneath the Afdes, I contemplate a 
similar river, running from the thirtieth 
degree of south latitude to the north, | 
and carrying their overflowing. waters 
into the Caribbean sea. 

“The Antilles, now partially sunk in 
the ocean, are but a chain of mountain 
tops which, six thousand years agg, 
stood up in their grandeur, a part (and, 
poomerys the glory) of the Andes; and 
at that date the two mighty submontagne 


into the ocean, east or north of the 


voleanic influences, undermined the 
Antilles chain, which went down in the 
Cataclysm, well established in Indian 
traditions, which I have gathered in 
both North and South America, and also 
by unimpeachable records on the rocks 
themselves—by shapes and grooves left 
in the giant walls at Caraccas and Santa 
Martha, on the cost of Venezuela, where 
thissmighty chain was broken; records 
which I ‘have .twice seen, which may be 
read by all ages to come, and which are 
not myths or fables. 3 
“In this tremendous catastrophe, 
probably the most stupendous that ever 
took place on the surface of the globe, 
the Peninsula of Yucatan, with its 
splendid Aztec cities, sank, and since 
has partially risen, leaving the two grand 
sunken estuaries, the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Caribbean Sea, into which the 
two subterranean rivers, from the con- 
stant overflow of their vast cisterns 
under the mountains, now spread their 
clear and blue waters, heated by the 
voleanic furnaces they have passed. By 
the joint influx of these rivers into the 
Caribbean Sea, its western surface is 
elevated seVeral feet above the level of 
the ocean; and pouring inte the Gulf 
of Mexico, sweeping its western cost, 
and taking in its way the waters of Rio 
del-Norte and the Mississippi, this vast 
flood debouches with them into the 
Atlantic at the Florida Cape, and: there 
becomes the Gulf Stream, until now one 
of the mooted puzzles of the world.

Rheumatic Fever. 


It is a little startling to nate the phy- 
sicians and surgeons of London divided 
into two bodies as to the treatment of so 
serfous a complaint as rheumatic fever. 
Twice pas the subject been depated by 
the Royal Medical and Chirurgical So- 
ciety, and the real question at issue was 
whether, on the whole, to treat this 
dangerous and painful disease, or to 
leave it alone! The euphemistic ex- 
pression for the latter course is to “ give 
mint water.” The work which seems 
most successful is that of the nurse, 
rather than that of the doctor. At one 
of the principal London hospitals the. 
chief points are: 1. Absolute rest in 
bed, insured by swathing the legs and 
arms in cotton ‘wool, and by supporting 
the feet by pillows, so as to relieve the 
ligaments from their weight. 2. The 
removal of the pressure of the bed- 
clothes by a cradle: 3. The removal of 
local pain by smearing the affected joints 
with belladonna liniment, sometimes 
strengthened by rabbing down the ex- 
tractin it. The Lancet is shocked by 
this simplicity, but suggests nothing in 
its stead.

The Baton Rouge (Louisiana) Advo- 

cate says: *‘ Steady and quiet is the ad- 
vance of small farmers into the culliva- 
tion of cane. In a very few years the 
country between the Amite and Missis- 
sippi rivers will produce an aggregate of 
thousands cf hogzheada, all the result of 
the enterprise and industry of the farm- 
ergon small tracts of land.
